As the Director will meet Princess Margaret and Lord Snowdela 
on sevei*al occasions during their forthcoming visit to Washington, th^ 
following background information is being provided for his use. ' 

Princess Margaret is, of course, the Princess Margaret Rose, 
sister of Queen Elizabeth, and the second child of King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth. She was born 8/21/30 and is described as very pleasant 
but extremely short (5* 2'*). On 5/6/60, she married Antony Charles 
Robert Armstrong- Jones , a commoner, who was subsequently given the 
title Earl of Snowden. She is addressed as ,T Your Royal Highness” and 
he is addressed as ”Lord Snowden.” This is her first visit to the U.S. 
and she has not previously come to the official notice of the Bureau. 

Her security during this visit is being handled by the Department of 
State and we have been asked to cooperate by .promptly furnishing any 
information which would be of assistance. Jfe have done so and even 
before the visit we cooperated with the B^tish authorities by running 
down several ”crank letters” addressed 
residents. 

Lord Snowden, known as "Tony” to his close associates, was 
born 3/7/30. and the ’’Current Biography Yearbook - I960" states he is 
descended from landed gentry but, prior to his marriage, ’’flouted 
convention and reveled in informality.” His father has been married 
three times and his mother twice. He flunked out of Cambridge Univer- 
sity in 1951 and worked with a photographer, gradually becoming popular 
in ’’fashionable circles” and eventually being appointed an official 
court photographer in 1958, Ee is said to have first met Princess 
Margaret formally early in 1958 and the secret of their friendship was 
very closely held until their official engagement in February, 1960. 

.At this time, according to the "Biography,” he abandoned his Pimlico 
studio, his photographic career, his bluejeans, his loud shirts, and 
moved into Buckingham Palace.

The Los Angeles "Herald-Examiner 11 , a daily newspaper, 
on November 8, 1965* carried the headline "A Threat on Meg”. 
This story reflected that Her Highness and Lord Snowden would 
be under extra heavy guard in Los Angeles after threatening 
notes were received at the British Consulate, Los Angeles, 
California. The "Herald-Examiner" story indicated that all 
police and security forces involved in the safety of the 
visitors had been supplied photographs and data regarding 
four suspects ordered arrested on sight. This story contained 
no further data concerning the threat. The remainder of the 
item in the "He raid -Examiner" was concerned with the visit 
to Los Angeles of Her Royal Highness and Lord Snowden, their 
activities and their plans. 


A source, who has furnished reUjpble information 
in the past, and whose office is generally familiar with 
activities in the Los Angeles area, advised on November 8 , 
1965 * that his office had no knowledge of a threat against 
the welfare of Princess Margaret and Lord Snowden.
